То His Excellency, J. М. Stone, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi: 


The undersigned Board of Trustees of the Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb, beg respectfulty to submit to your Excel- 
lency this their biennial report, embodying in the same an ex- 
plicit and free statement, from the Principal of all affairs of 
the Institution, its management and its condition, covering a 
period of two years past, and ending December 31st, 1879. 

This review being a record, in full, of all proceedings of 
the Board, and together with a report of the management of 
the establishment by the Principal, will represent the condition 
of the Institution to-day, and indicate what success may have 
crowned our efforts in the government ofits affairs. 

That all the duties belonging to our official capacity have 
been truly executed, we can safely say, and no action has been 
omitted that was calculated to promote any interest or welfare 


of this branch of the State's: beneficence. Аз heretofore, all | 


business transactions have been guarded by the most careful 
prudence and economy, consistent with the efficient main- 
tenance of the place, and with all expenditures on a strict 
cash basis, made by the Principal with vigilance-and intelli- 
gence, we can point with satisfaction to all the items of dis- 
bursement. 

Your Excellency will perceive that the several funds appro- 
priated by the Legislature, have been adequate thus far to 
meet the demands made upon them, but in this period of reac- 
actien, when all values are appreciating so much, the expend- 
itures of the Institution must, of course, bear in proportion 
“its share of the increase, and in consequence, the report of 
Principal will show a slight advance in the estimate for appro- 
priation asked for the ensuing two years. 

The excellent condition and prosperity of the Institution, 
together with its efficiency, isa source of great pride to the 
Board, and they do not hesitate to point to it as a great phi- 
lanthropy of which the State may well be proud. This 
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prosperity is evidenced by the large number of pupils now in 
attendance and which number is being constantly augmented. 

We trust we’shall not be.deemed importunate if we revive 
from our last report and again submit to you, and through 
you to the Legislature, а suggestion to make more liberal and 
broader in its purposes the education ‚апа training in this 
school. The aim should be not only to develop the mental 
and moral powers of the deaf and dumb, but to give to them 
the capacity for following useful occupations, thereby lifting 
them out of the dependent to the self-sustaining class. In 
this care of these children of silence which the State has as- 
sumed, one step begets other steps, and this achievement of а 
noble philanthropy has but cleared the path for another. To 
do this would but add to the resources of these unfortunates, 
and would give to them another weapon for their unequal 
contest with a busy world. 2 

To accomplish this end a small appropriation would provide 
shops and materials and instructors for both sexes,so that 


these children of misfortune might provide themselves during - 


their pupilage with a staff upon which to lean in their after 
journey through life. We beg to refer, as once before, to this 
subject. 

Effectively in no other way can this grand charity be com- 
pleted. With a moral and mental training, and a skilled call- 
ing you give to every individual the fullest scope, andto per. 
sonal enterprise the fullest action. 

Thus taught, he at once becomes fitted to take his place in 
the theatre of developed abilities, where all qualities have the 
freest play, and where it shall be fulfilled that the **battle is 
not always to the strong." It has been said that, in this day, 
work is a necessity, and the ability to work successfully is not 
only an independence, but an honor to the possessor; how 
truly is this so to the deaf mute. 

It would seem to be only the end of the great plan that they 
should go from the doors of the Institution, trained to some 
handiwork'and their minds so enlightened that they might look 
back to the school as a blessing in truth. We submit this for 
your.consideration. . 

The ideas and suggestions of the Principal, as set forth in 
his report, we commend to your attention. 

His constant care and thought on this subject, joined with 
his observation and experience, entitle his views to great con- 
sideration. | 

In him the Board have found a worthy official, and one 
characterized with abundant capacity, integrity and zeal. 

His co-laborers have also earned an evidence of our appre- 
ciation for their faithful obedience to the duties devolving 
upon them, and of which we take this occasion to give ex- 
pression. å 

In conclusion, the Board beg to express the renewed obliga- 
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tions they feel under to your Excellency, for the uniform 
courtesy, kindness and confidence, which we have received 
from your hands. b :

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REPORT OF JUPERINTENDENT.

То the Trustees Mississsippi Institution for Deaf Mutes : 


GENTLEMEN—T he Statute of 1871, under which the institu- 
tion for the education of the deaf and dumb was reorganizéd, 
requires of the officers in charge ап annual report of its con- 
dition and progress. It has been two years since the Legisla- 
ture met. No report has yet been made for the year 1878. In 
this report it is intended to give an account of the condition 
and progress of the institution for both the calendar years 
1878 and 1879. It is respectfully suggested that the statutes 
relating to the institution be so amended as to require a report 
only so often as there is a session of the Legislature. 


THE SCHOOL. 


Since last report. (December, 1877) there have been under 
instruction in the institution a total of seventy-one pupils. 
During the present year there have been in attendance filty- 
nine. Atthe present time, December 31, 1879, there are for ty- 
nine pupils in school, with the prospect ‘of a number more in 
a short time. 

Of ще number now present fifteen are males, and thirty-four 
"females. The whole number of mutes in the State is about 
equally divided as to the sexes; and the fact that we now have, 
more than twice as many girls as boys in attendance indicates 
very clearly that the parents of children of this class are less 
disposed to educate their sons than their daughters. 

Since last report twenty-three new pupils have been received 
and registered. Of these sixteen have been received during 
the present year. The great majority of the new pupils were 
entered under thirteen years of age. One of the best evi- 
dences of the healthy growth of an institution like this is seen 
in the number of admissions of new pupils. The number ad- 
mitted during the past year has been more than double that of 
any previous year since I have been in charge, and of any 
year since the reorganization. 
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Of the pupils on the roll, herewith presented, twenty-three 
have been supported entirely by the State; the remainder have 
been supported by their parents as to clothing and traveling 
expenses. Опе has paid board. About one-third of the 
pupils are supported wholly by the State. This proportion 
has been maintained through a number of years past. 

In school the pupils are in charge of three teachers, and are 
divided into six classes—each teacher having two classes. In 
most of the larger institutions of the country, each teacher 
has but one class. In the education of deaf mutes, experi- 
ence has demonstrated that the best results are obtained 
by such an arrangement of the classes as that each teacher 
may have but one. In small institutions, such as ours,it has 
been found very difficult to classify so as to give each teacher 
but one class. But the parents of our pupils could second the 
efforts of the officers of the school, and aid them very materially 
in securing an early and perfect classification, by sending their 
children punctaally at the opening of the session, so that all 
the pupils that enter in one session could be started in together. 
. Thelabor of the teachers would thus not only be greatly 
reduced, and the diffieulties of instruction substantially modi- 
fied, but the course of instruction would be vastly more inter- 
esting. Pupils that enter the institution in the middle or to- 
ward the close of the term, can rarely be givén a proper classi- 
fieation under two or three years, and sometimes never. 

Every consideration of pleasure and profit suggests that 
parents give their mute children the full benefit of every term 
of the course offered them here. To forestall^&ny erroneous 
impressions that may exist from the fact that this institution 
is organized with а manual labor feature, and that lead to the 
conclusion that we have a good deal of manuallabor with only 
a short daily school session, I would say that seven of the 
best hours of the day are devoted exclusively to school duties, 
and that this is quite as long a time as the interests of health 
and a proper strain upon the mental powers of children wilr 
permit. ; 

HEALTH. 3 

During the last two years,the health ofthe institution has been 
good. But very few cases of serious illness have occured during 
the whole time. Most of the cases of indisposition have 
been slight attacks of fever and ague, that have yielded readily 
to medical treatment. At the present time, there is not a 
single case of illness of any kind among the pupils. 


INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENT. 
In eompliance with the law the pupils during the. school 


months have been employed at the lighter kinds of manual 
labor about the institution. They have performed as great 
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a part of the house and garden work as their time out of school 
would allow. The garden has been cultivated to its fullest 
capacity, two and three crops being raised in one season. 

The female pupils, in addition to the.dining room and their 
own dormitory work, have done a considerable amount of sew- 
ing for the institution and for themselves. The clothing for 
the State or indigent pupils of both sexes, has been manufac- 
tured in the institution as faras it could possibly be done. 
And I beg leave to use this opportunity to bear a cheerful tes- 
timony to the fact of the uniform subordination of the pupils 
to all requirements, and of the cheerfulness, energy and un- 
failing regularity with which they have discharged their duties, 
both in school and out. Every pupil has suitable duties to 
perform out of school. And no oneis permitted to feel his 
place a sinecure. From six o'clock in the morning till eight at 
night a succession of duties keeps every one engaged. А re- 
creation is not omitted from the daily round, but is made а 
duty as wellas labor and study; and a regular time is set apart 
for it. 

The time devoted to industrial employments might be made 
more profitable to the female pupils by giving them а teacher’ 
of handicraft, to give them regular instruction in the cutting 
and fitting of garments, and in the management.of the sewing 
machine. Thereare now thirty-four girls in school, and this 
number, I think, is large enough to justify the employment of 
an instructress for them in this special branch of their educa- 
tion, And for encouragement in this direction, I would say, 
that with scarcely an exception, they take to all kinds of needle 
work with great avidity, and may be taught to sew well on the 
` machine. The Code of 1871, specifies, among other things, 
that the pupils of the institution are to be educated with а 
view to their “usefulness in life” It has seemed to me that 
one of the best preparations that we can give the female pupils 
for future usefulness and selfsupport, is instruction in plain 
needlework, Such instruction here I feelis second only in 
importa nce to their education in language апа morals. 

It is impossible for the matron to devote as much of her 
time to this department of work as it requires to be thoroughly 
done. Her time is well occupied with other duties, More- 
over, the only time that can be used in sewing is а part of the 
day when she is busiest with other calls upon her time and at- 
tention. I would respectfully recommend, therefore, that the 
principal be authorized to employ à seamstress of skill during 
the sessions, and upon such terms as that her services may 
be dispensed with when not needed. "The cost of instruction 
in this department, need not exdeed two hundred dollars the 
school year. D» 


BUILDINGS, 


Tne appropriation of $5,000 00 for an, extension of the 
building has been expended by the Trustees in the erection of 
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a new wing fifty-four feet long and fifty-four feet deep. Inthis 
addition we have a fine large chapel, twenty-five by fifty-four 
feet in dimensions, and five large rooms which are used for dor- 
mitory and schoolrooms. Yet with this material enlargement of 
that portion of the building assigned to the female pupils, do 
not feel that we have any room to spare; for with our increase 
of house room, there has been such an increase in the number 
of female pupils that our rooms are already full enough for 
comfort and health. The balance of $747 00 léft of the build- 
ing and repair fund, has been expended in repairs on the older 
portions of the building. The whole of the outside has been 
painted with two coats of the best lead and oil paints, апа the 
more exposed portions three coats. The main building is now 
in all essential particularsin a good state of repair, and is fully 
adequate in all respects to our present nccessities. 


SUPPORT, 

'The appropriation made by the last Legislature for the cur- 
rent expenses of the institution during the years 1878 and 
1879, was $17,000 00; $8,500 00 foreach year, Of theappro- 
priation for 1878, there was a balance left on hand at the close 
or the year of $1,663 63. On the treasurer's books it appears 
that this balance was $2,933 and some cents, But the treasu- 
rer's account with the institution is madeup on the last day of 
the year, and before the bills of thelast month of the year are 
paid. Our accounts for any one month are audited and paid 
during the first week of the succeeding month. The treasu- 
rer’s statement of his account with the institution merely 
shows the amount of cash in the treasury to its credit, without 
any reference whatever to its indebtedness. The balance of 
$1,663 63 from 1878, was due to the shortness of the school 
session that year. On account of the epidemic of yellow fe- 
ver that prevailed in the State the session was not opened un- 
til the 11th of December, the regular time for opening being 
the first of October. ` | 

The appropriation for 1879, together with the balance from 
the year previous, has been expended during the present year, 
though it appears from the Treasurer's books that there is this 
day (December 31) to our credit a balance of $816 02. When 
the bills for the present month, already presented, are paid, 
there will be a balance of only $60 31. This includes the 
amount to our credit on account of both building and support 
funds. If allof our outstanding accounts were presented for 
payment, we would lack a small amount of meeting them in 
full, though the deficit would not exceed a hundred dollars. 
But that we were able to supplement the appropriation for the 
year with the surplus from 1878, we could not, on account of 
the recent rise in prices and some extraordinary expenditures 
that could not be postponed, have closed the year without a 
very considerable deficit. 
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With an average of forty-four pupils and $8,500 a year for- 
support, the expense of the Institution to the State has been a 
little over $193 for each pupil. oU 

At this rate, with our present number of pupils, our current 
expenses can not possibly be met with any less amount than 
$9,500 à year. I therefore respectfully recommend that the 
Legislature be asked to appropriate this amount for the sup- . 
port of the institution for each of the next two years. 

On a comparison of the per capita allowance to institulions 
for the deaf and dumb and blind in other States in the South 
aad West, it will be found that there are but few in which the 
average allowance per pupil is so low as in this State. In a 
table recently published, giving the comparative cost per 
capita in seventeen States, there are but two given in which it 
is less than $200. Та Missouri it is stated to be $206, in Ten- 
nessee $237, in Texas $292, in Maryland $340, in West Vir- 
ginia $383, in Virginia $263, in North Carolina $178, and in 
Indiana $206. I know of no institution of this kind, with 


similar appointments and a like number of pupils, that is run . · 


at less cost to the State and a smaller woiking force than this. 
The above comparative statement is made merely to indicate, 
that in asking an appropriation on the basis of $193 a pupil, no 
 extravagant estimate of our wants is made. Ifthe present 
rise in prices is maintained, and the number of pupils increas- 
es, as it is likely to do, I do not believe that, with the closest 
economy, an appropriation based on this estimate will carry 
the institution through the next two years. 

The expense of the institution to the State might be lessened 
to some extent by giving it more land suitable for cultivation. 
Such supplies as winter vegetables and provender for the stock 
might be raised at less cost than they can now be purchased. 
The only land now available to the institution for farm and 
garden purposes is a lot of about five acres. With the view 
of inereasing the quantity of our arable lands, without asking 
the State to incur any additional expense for real estate, I 
would respectfully suggest that the Legislature be asked to 
give the institution control of the lands occupied by the in- 
stitution before the war, which lie west of the city and north 
of the Clinton road. "This tract has upon it à pond and two 
good cisterns. Å large portion of it is first-rate bottom land. 
А. boundary fence is all that is needed to render it immediate- 
ly available for сгор purposes. The control of this land is 
sought purely in the interests of the institution and of econo- 
my, for the management of it will necessarily entail upon the 
principal additional labor and care. 


CONCLUSION. 


In eonclusion, I desire to return unfeigned thanks to the 
railroads in the State that have passed our poor pupils at half 
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rates, and for favors of this kind we desire to make special 
mention of the New Orleans, St. Louis and Chicago, and 
Vicksburg and Meridian roads.

TERMS OF ADMISSION, ETC. 


This institution is located in the city of Jackson. It was 
established by the Legislature, and is supported at the ex- 
pense of the State. It is not in any sense an asylum, but a 
school for the education of deaf mute children. 

The institution is open to all the deaf and dumb of the 
State of Mississippi between the ages of eight and twenty-one 
years. Eight is considered the best ageto begin the educatíon 
of mutes. And parents are urged not to delay the education 
of their children beyond the age of eight, or ten at farthest. 
Mutes whose primary education is deferred till they are eigh- 
teen or twenty, can never be well educated. 

Boarding, tuition, books and medical attendance, are fur- 
nished by the State. To the very poor, clothing is also' sup- 
plied. In order to secure the benefit of clothing, the parents 
or guardian of the pulpil must make an affidavit of indigency 
before the Chancery Clerk of the county, and furnishing а 
copy of it to-the principal of the institution, 

The school session opens in the first week of October, and 
closes the last week in June. Vacation—July, August and 
September. 

It is expected that parents will take their children home 
during vacation. 

Parents та sending their children to the institution should 


be careful to send with them a statement of the child's name · 


in fuil, his or her age, cause of deafness, etc. 
Pupils are given ample opportunity to correspond with their 
parents and friends during the session.
